Warning systems sought 
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Niagara region 
referendum questions

K eaders may have seen reports about possible referendum 
questions on the next municipal ballot in October. The 
discussion started out with a laundry list of possible questions but 
ended up with only two being forwarded. One dealt with the issue 
of amalgamation into a single City of Niagara and the other dealt 
with regional transit Debate still lingers on these two questions 
but other questions emerge about the entire process. 

The first question to deal with is the issue of ballot ownership. 
The local towns, townships and cities own the municipal ballot; not 
the Region of Niagara. The resultant question then is: what is the 
cost of placing a referendum question on a ballot? Subsequently, 
who then pays that cost? Is it the local taxpayers in each of the 12 
municipalities or the regional taxpayers equally at large? These 
remain questions that need to be answered before further consid¬ 
eration is given to referendum ballots. When the Regional Clerk 
researched the issue it was discovered that referendum questions 
could only be ones over which the municipality had a mandate. 
Therefore the question of amalgamation was not permissible as 
no single municipality has the right to dose down a neighbouring 
munidpality. However, avote was taken on a request to the Minis¬ 
ter of Munidpal Affairs and Housing to have the Minister place the 
amalgamation question on the 12 munidpal ballots. While it was 
not reported in the media, I had prepared a motion to defer con¬ 
sideration of these referendum questions until we received a staff 
report concerning the rules related to preparing referendum ques¬ 
tions and the cost recovery related to the ballot and the counting 
and reporting of results. In addition I requested a cost benefit of a 
referendum compared to other survey methods. Unfortunately, 
the vote was called before this motion but the request is still before 
staff I believe that it is important to engage taxpayers in a respon¬ 
sible fashion on issues of importance to die region at minimal cost 
We now find out that we must advertise and hold a public meet¬ 
ing to determine the precise wording of a referendum question. We 
also have learned that the referendum vote will only have validity 
if 50% or more of voters vote at the October 27 municipal election. 

The vote to request the Minister to force a referendum ques¬ 
tion about amalgamation was defeated .Does anyone think that 
a Minister would advocate for amalgamation after the backlash to 
that direction under a former government? Those amalgamations 
were based on the potential cost-savings and we now realize that 
was not the case. No matter how well worded, referendum ques¬ 
tions are too complicated for a simple referendum question. There 
are many alternatives to engage the public and the forming of per¬ 
spectives on large issues. The triple majority vote is the ultimate 
way to achieve grand changes to governance in Niagara especially 
if they are accompanied by public meetings at both the regional 
and local level. That is the vote must be supported by a majority of 
Regional Councillors. It then must receive approval from at least 6 
of the 12 local municipalities and the total population of those 6 or 
more municipalities must exceed 50% of Niagara's total population.

1 Christian Unity. It's something that 
began 106 years ago in 1908. Itwas initially 
established by the Roman Catholic church 
and Protestant church leaders jumped on 
the bandwagon in the mid-1920s. How's 
that for unity? In 1941 the Protestants 
moved the date to coincide with the Roman 
Catholic observance. In 1968 the World 
Council of Churches, representing most 
of the worid's Orthodox and Protestant 
Christians and the Pontifical Council for 
Promoting Christian Unity, representing the 
worid’s Roman Catholics, started preparing 
materials each year on a common theme. 

For manyyears the Port Colbome/ 
Wainfleet Clergy Fellowship, with whichl 
have recently become involved again, has 
led services on Monday to Friday during the 
Week of Prayer for Christian Unity. This year; 
unfortunately, those services didn't happen. 
This is not a sign that there is dis-unity 
among the Christians of Port Colbome and 
Wainfleet While not every church in town 
has always been involved, a good number 
of the clergy and members of many of our 
churches do come and give witness to the 
unity we have in Christ 
But justwhat is Christian unity? It's fairly 
evident when you consider Port Colbome 
as an example. I think there are maybe dose 


to 20 Christian churches in our dty repre- 
sentingten or more denominations, or no 
denomination at all. Very often we operate 
in our own silos, have little or nothing to do 
with each other seeming to be dosed in on 
ourselves. 

Some of our differences are theological 
but things that the average person in the pew 


some detailed explanations. Some of our 
differences are in our styles and traditions 
of how we worship. Some of our differences 
were originally ethnic but many of those dis¬ 
tinctions have disappeared over time. 

But where do we find our unity? Well, 
sometimes when people share some of their 
history with me they tell me howthey’ve 
changed denominations or traditions during 
their lives. It may have been because they 
married someone from another church so 
they switched. It may have been because 
they moved and there was no church Sum 
their former denomination so they just found 
another church. It may have been because 
they didn't see eye to eye with some person, 
maybe the pastor at one church so they left 
and found another There are probably many 
more reasons whypeople might charge 
churches. But so many people finish their 
storybysaying “Butweallworshipthesame 
God” 

There is unity, even in our diversity. The 
Bible says, “There is one body and one Spirit, 
just as you were called to the one hope of 
your calling one Lord, one faith, one bap¬ 


tism, one God and Father of all, who is above 
all and through all and in all” (Ephesians 
4:4-6). While there are many different tilings 
that might divide us, or at least distinguish us 
from one another we are united in the body 
ofChrist The Bible also says, “Forjustasthe 
body is one and has many members, and all 
the members of the body, though many, are 
one body, so it is with Christ For in the one 
Spirit we were all baptized into one body- 
lews or Greeks, slaves orftee—and we were 
all made to drink of one Spirit” (1 Corinthians 
12:12-13). 

Now I’ll admit that I have not always found 
the unity that we all share in Christ For a 
number of years I didn’t attend our local 
Clergy Fellowship. Part of the reason was a bit 
oflaziness. I didn’twantto add another thing 
to my monthly calendar and agenda of things 
to do and places to be. But the bigger reason 
was that I found my colleagues from different 
churches to be too different I preferred to be 
with pastors who thought like me, talked like 
me, worshiped like me. But 1 was isolating 
myself and I believe I was the worse for it 

Last year I made the decision and com¬ 
mitment to return to the fellowship with 
the clergy in Port Colbome and Wainfleet 
I haven't missed a meetingyet Scheduling 
conflicts are bound to arise at some time, 
but if I’m here and don't have anything else 
on my calendar I will attend. I’ve found that 
what unites us, whatwe share, ourfeithin 
Jesus Christ is way more important than any 
of the things that divide us. I thank God for 
my sisters and brothers in Christ in whatever 
church they attend. May we all look to what 
unites us rather then making distinctions. 

One Lord, one feith, one baptism, one God 
and Father of all. 


Jobs, Bigfoot and Stephen Harper’s principles 


rH ver read history books and wonder 
•l_Jwhat it took for the French to rise up 
in a bloody frenzy and send their govern¬ 
ment packing in 1789?

Teens survive plunge through ice

Two teenagers are lucky to be alive after 
their snowmobile broke through the ice of the 
Welland River Thursday night 

And they might not have survived if it 
hadn’t been for a nearby resident who pro¬ 
vided shelter in her home. 

Collin Bethlehem, 14, said he was with a 
group of snowmobilers riding on the Welland 
River near the Lincoln St bridge, at about 7:40 
pan., Thursday, when one of the five snow¬ 
mobiles plunged into the frigid water 

“I was ahead a bit, and I turned around. 
Another guy we were with said, ‘They fell 
through the ice, don’t come near here!’ ” the 
Wellandport resident recalled. “It was pretty 

Bethlehem said there was nothing they 
could do to help without felling through the 
ice, too, but they remained in the area as their 
friends made theirway to shore through the icy 


Karen Minkoff was enjoying a quiet 
evening reading a book at her Gaiser Rd. 
home when she heard someone desperately 
pounding on her door at about 7:45 p.m. 

She was alone that night and felt a litde 
anxious about answering the door 
“Someone was pounding frantically,” she 
said. 

Thinking it could be a neighbour needing 
help, Minkoff cracked the door open slightly 
to see who was there. She looked out to see 
two very cold teenagers — a 17-year-old boy 
and his 16-year-old sister 
"I could tell that they were barely able to 
move. He was saying, 'Can you let us in? Can 
you let us in?’ ” she said. “They were frozen. 
They could barely move. Their clothes were 

Itwas-16°Cthatnight, -25°Cwiththewind- 
chill, and Minkoff said they likely would not 
have survived much longer 
She said the girl was so cold she couldn’t 
use her hands, but the boy seemed to have

had some training dealingwith hypo¬ 
thermia. Minkoff said he took charge 
of the situation and asked her to get 
some blankets while he helped his 
sister out of her frozen snowsuit 

“For being in shock, he did an 
amazingjob,” she said. "Hewasvery 
calm and did a great thing.... He took 
charge and got her to safety, really. He 
deserves so much credit” 

Sue Napper was driving along Col- 
beck Dt and saw the two teenagers as 
they reached the top of the river bank. 

“They were screaming and panick¬ 
ing and waving,” she said “Ithonesdy 
scared me at first, but then I saw they 
were soaked and wet and carrying a 

She said she stopped her car 
and told them to get in, but the boy 

“He said, 'No, we’re soaked and 


wet’ ” she recalled. "I said, ‘It doesn’t 
mattei; get in my cat They were pan¬ 
icking and the girl was screaming and 
crying. They weren’t thinking. They 
were obviously in shock and they 
were just running.” 

She said she told them to go to a 
nearby home, where they could get 
warm, and went to pick up her hus¬ 
band and returned to the area to 
make sure the teenagers were safe. 
She found them at Minkoff's home. 

Minkoff said the teenagers told her 
they had knocked on another door 
prior to hers, but a woman turned 
them away. 

Minkoff said she doesn’t blame 
the other homeowner for not letting 
the teenagers in. 

"I think that woman might have 
been home alone,” she said. The 
teenagers “thought she was scared 


andwouldn’tletthemin.” 

There have been recent break-ins 
in the area, Minkoff said. 

Niagara Regional Police, who have 
not identified the teenagers, said they 
were not wearing flotation suits, but 
managed to clamber to safety regard- 

Although Const. Derek Watson 
said the teenagers weren’t aware of 
the condition of the ice in the area, he 
said it's something people need to be 
mindful of

sport undertaken on ice over bodies of 
wateriseverwithoutrisk Cold weather 
alone is no guarantee that the ice is safe.

after responding to online advertise¬ 
ments on the classified website Kijiji. 

The ads promoted Home Depot gift 
cards — worth $1,000 and $2,000 — 
being sold for half their value. 

On both occasions, the victims agreed 
to meet the seller — a woman — in a 
parking lot in Niagara Falls to purchase 
the cards. Upon arrival, the woman said 
she would call Home Depot to verify 
the value of the cards. She would dial 
a number on speaker phone and the 
person on the other end confirmed the 
cards were legitimate. 

What the victims didn’t realize, police 
say, is that the voice on the other end 
belonged to another woman pretending 
to be a Home Depot employee. 

The victims paid cash for the cards, 
$500 and $1,000 respectively, only to 
later learn the cards were blank and 
had been stolen from Home Depot, said 
NRP spokesman Const. Derek Watson. 

“ft’s not an uncommon scam,” said 
Det. Sgt. Paul Spiridi, head of the NRP’s 
fraud unit. 

“We see it all the time."

“It’s buyer beware,” he said, particu¬ 
larly when using online classified sites.

On Dec. 23, police arrested Jodi 
Donovan, 33, of Welland, in relation to 
the gift card incidents. The co-accused 
in the case, 25-year-old Alexandra Hold- 
itch, of Welland, was arrested Dec. 24. 

Holditch and Donovan are each 
charged with two counts of fraud under 
$5,000 and two counts of possession of 
property obtained by crime. 

Holditch also faces additional charges 
stemming from an alleged scam run 
several times between Nov. 3 and Nov. 
10 at a number of large department 
stores in Welland, Niagara Falls and St. 
Catharines. 

Police say the scam involved using 
coats as a distraction to steal the purses 
of shoppers. 

Holditch was arrested in connection 
with that on Nov. 21. She posted bail 
Dec. 11 — five days prior to the alleged 
first gift card incident. 

The additional charges Holditch faces 
include one count of theft under $5,000, 
one count of fraud under $5,000, one 
count trafficking property obtained by 
crime and one count of possession of 
property obtained by crime. 

Donovan is next scheduled to appear 
in St. Catharines court on Jan. 29 and 
Holditch on Feb. 12, both for charges to 
be spoken to.

TREATMENT OF "PINK EYE" 

Pharmacists get many questions about how to treat “pink eye”, also known as 
infectious conjunctivitis. Pink eye can be bacterial or viral. Bacterial pink eye is 
common in children as they share toys, towels and come in close contact with each 
other at school and day care. In general however, most cases of pink eye are viral. 

Depending on the type of pink eye treatment will differ. Bacterial conjunctivitis can 
be treated with antibiotic drops. There is no medicinal treatment for viral conjunctivitis. 

In 45% to 73% of children with purulent ‘pink eye” an ear infection is also present. If 
the eye has a purulent discharge, swelling and burning, this usually points to a bacterial 
infection. A mild watery discharge with itching, associated with a concurrent upper 
respiratory infection signals viraTconjunctivitis.” 

Both types of infections are generally self-limiting, (they will resolve on their own 
with out medication). Most types of bacterial conjunctivitis will resolve within eight 
days. These infections can be treated to speed up recovery and prevent the spread of 
the infection. Cold and warm compresses can be used as well as a variety of topical 
antimicrobial agents. POLYSPORIN drops are available over-the-counter and will cover 
most pathogens causing bacterial conjunctivitis. Other prescription eye drops are also 
available. 

Bacterial conjunctivitis is contagious as soon as symptoms are present and for as 
long as there is discharge from the eye, and continue for one to two days after starting 
the antibiotic. 

With viral conjunctivitis compresses are about the only treatment available. If one 
eye is involved the other eye will become infected within days in about half the cases. 
Symptoms may worsen for a few days slowly improving over one to two weeks. This 
condition is contagious before the appearance of symptoms and as long as symptoms 
last. 

If you wear non-disposable contact lenses clean them thoroughly and buy a new 
storage case. Disposable lenses should be thrown away. Glasses should be worn 
for the duration of the infection. If you use other drops for treating conditions like 
glaucoma you should replace these to avoid inadvertent contamination. 

To prevent the spread of infection practice good hygiene, washing hands and towels 
of the infected person. 

If you are having trouble with your child’s school you can ask the pharmacy for an 
explanatory note. This helps clear up any misconceptions they may have regarding the 
treatment that is necessary, and steps that need to be taken to prevent the spread of 
the condition.
